SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The following Report of the Schools in Goffstown is respectfully 
submitted. 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Louisa M. Kimball. Miss Kim- 
ball is an experienced teacher. The school was well managed and 
the scholars made very good progress in the various branches to which 
they attended. Length of term, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 45 ; 
average attendance, 33. 

Winter Term, Andrew B. Marshall, Instructor. The teacher was 
well qualified for his duties, and governed his school by moral suasion 
chiefly. The scholars made very good improvement in their studies, 
especially in Reading. Length of school,8 weeks ; number of schol- 
ars, 55; average attendance, 30. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer School was taught by Miss Lucinda M. Boynton. This 
was Miss Boynton’s first effort in teaching. Most of the parents ex- 
pressed themselves satisfied with her management. At the last 
examination there were but 3 present, owing to sickness prevailing 
in the neighborhood, so that the merits of the school cannot be report- 
ed. Length of term, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 23; average 
attendance, 15. 

Winter term was under the care of Joshua Martin, Jr. This term 
was short, but the teacher labored hard for the interest of his pupils, 
and gave very good satisfaction. Length of school,6 weeks; num- 
ber of scholars, 26; average attendance, 21. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer and Winter terms taught by Miss Annette McDoel. 
The school appeared well at the close of each term. In consequence 
of bad travelling, there was not a full attendance at the final exami- 
nation, but it was apparent that the scholars.had made very good 
proficiency in their studies. Length of school, Summer term, 6 
weeks; number of scholars, 20); average attendance, 15. Winter 
term, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 27; average attendance, 17. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


No Summer school. Winter, Miss Margaret G. Dunlap, Instruct- 
ress. The best order was maintained, The scholars correctly taught 
and very commendable progress made. Length of school, 12 weeks 
number of scholars, 33; average attendance, 20. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer and Winter schools kept by Miss H. J. Plumer. Miss 
Plumer is a faithful and energetic teacher. The terms were eaoh 
short, but profitable to the scholars. The record shows punctuality 
of attendance on the part of the scholars. Length of school, Sum- 
mer term, 6 weeks; number of scholars, 24; average attendance, 


21. Winter term, 8 weeks; number of scholars, 31; average atten- 
dance, 30. 
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DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer term taught by Miss Nancy C. Stinson. A good teacher, 
but a shert school. The scholars made very good proficiency for the 
time. Length of school, 7 weeks; number of scholars, 33 ; average 
attendance, 26, 

Winter term, G. F. Farley, Instructor. This term also was short, 
but Mr. Farley was successful in his endeavers and gave good satis- 
faction. He found no difficulty in securing good order by moral 
suasion alone. This is a pleasant school. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer school taught by Miss Mary J. Davis. This was Miss 
Davis’ first school, but it was evident the scholars made considerable 
improvement. Length of school 14 weeks ; no. scholars 31 ; average 
attendance, 26. 

Winter term kept by J. Chase Stinson. This school was in session 
during the most severe part of the winter. The record shows a want 
of punctuality in the scholars. Length of school, 7 weeks; number 
of scholars 31; average attendance, 24. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 

Miss Margaret G. Dunlap, Instructress during the Summer. 
This school was well governed, and the scholars made good progress 
in their studies. Length of school, 12 weeks; number of scholars, 
48; average attendance, 39. | 

Winter term taught by Jeremiah Jameson. The attempt was 
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made to govern this school by persuasive means, but Mr. Jameson 
was compelled at length to resort to coercion. The scholars at the 
examination were very prompt and appeared well. Length of school, 
7 1-2 weeks; number of scholars, 40; average attendance, 35. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Mary J. Aiken teacher during the Summer. Miss Aiken secured 
the confidence and affection of her pupils. The scholars were order- 
ly and appeared to have made good improvement. Length of school, 
11 weeks; number of scholars, 28; average attendance, 22. 

Winter term, Joshua Martin, Jr., Teacher. This school was profit- 
able to the scholars, who appeared well at the examination. Mr. 
Martin was quite successful in his efforts here. Length of school, 
10 weeks; number of scholars 38; average attendance, 33. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Instructress during Summer term, E. 8. Beard. Very commend- 
able improvement was made under the instruction of Miss Beard. 
The school was orderly and well taught. Length of school, 9 weeks ; 
number of scholars, 18; average attendance, 14. | 

Winter school taught by Jesse Beard, a veteran teacher of 40 
winters. Mr. Beard is thorough in his literary acquirements, and 
has a good faculty of imparting instruction, This school ranks 
among our best. “Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 
36 ; average attendance, 32. 


3 | DISTRICT NO. 12. » 


Summer and Winter terms taught by Sarah C. Trull. Miss 
Trull’s services seem to have been very acceptable, she haying taught 
here four successive terms. The deportment of the scholars was ex- 
cellent. Length of school, Summer term, 10 weeks; number of 
scholars, 18; average number, 11. Winter term, 7 weeks; number 
of scholars, 24; average attendance, 21. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Taught during the summer by Sarah F’. Willey. This school ap- 
peared well under its well qualified and energetic teacher. Length 
of Term 9 weeks ; number of Scholars 32; average 25. 

Winter Term, James Dodge Instructor. A wide-awake teacher 
is required by this school and Mr. Dodge, met their every, want. 
The school appeared well at the final examination. School not yet 
reported, | 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Summer school taught by Miss Abby S. Plumer. At the first 
examination the school appeared well, but at the last there were 
only four seholars present, owing to some misunderstanding. The 
teacher having been sick and scholars not knowing that the school 
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had recommenced. Length of school 7 1-2 weeks; number of schol- 
ars 17; average attendance 12, 

Winter term, Sarah C. Trull teacher. This term was short as 
well as the{summer school. Very good improvement was made. 
Length of school 8 weeks: number of scholars 22; average attend- 
dance 20, 


DISTRICT NO. 16. ; 
Summer and winter schools taught by Elizabeth F, George. Miss 
George was faithful in the per formance of her duties. This school is 
not so far advanced as some others in town, but made very good prog- 
ress the past term. Length of summer school 10 weeks ; number of 
scholars 24; average attendance 20. Winter term 4 weeks; num- 
ber of scholars 23 ; average attendance 20. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Summer Term, Mary J. Smith Instructress. This was Miss 
Smith’s first attempt to teach. It was evident at the last examina- 
tion that the Scholars had made improvement.

The Schools inthis Town have never been more successful than 
during the past year. ‘Teachers have not been found amiss in duty 
and in almost every instance, harmony and good feelings have exist- 
ed between parents, teachers’and scholars. The aim of teachers in 
our District Schools should be to give thorough practical instruction, 
and impart such knowledge as will be really useful to their pupils, _ 
not neglecting manners or morals. 

There are still some disadvantages to labor under—there are wants 
not yet, supplied. Every schoolroom should be furnished with some 
Standard Metontey to which the teacher should always refer when 
doubtful in regard to pronunciation or orthography of words. Out- 
line Maps are also very desirable in teaching Geography. The sym- 
pathy and co-operation of parents is needed and a very commendable 
interest is manifested in many Districts.
